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Morse is Satisfied 


With Progress 


Winnipeg, July 31.— Frank’ W 
Morse, vice-president and general man- 


ager of the G.P.P., arrived in the 
city today from the west. Mr. 
Morse said: ‘‘Everything is progres- 


sing most favorably in the west and 
good progress’ is everywhere being 
made in the construction of the line. 
This includes grading, which is in 
progress east from Portage La Prair- 
ie and the construction of the line 
east from Saskatoon. Work on abut- 
ments and pliers of the bridge over 
the South Saskatchewan at Saska- 
toon is approaching completion, All 
of the concrete work will be com- 
pleted, according to the present ex- 
pectation, within thirty days. The 
work of laying the steel will then be 
proceeded with at once. Prepara- 
tions are also being made for the 
laying of the track east from Saska- 
toon. 

“Grading openations are ting car- 
ried forward vigorously at Clover 
Bar, near the crossing of the North 
Saskatchewan on the way into Exd- 
monton. tood progress is also be- 
ing made at this point on the abut- 
ments and piers of the bridge across 
the North Saskatchewan. One of the 
four piers of this bridge has been com- 
pleted. This pier is the largest block 
of concrete in the Dominion, When 
all the piers on this bridge have been 
completed, they will constitute the 
most massive aggregation of concrete 
on any bridge in Canada. 

“The line of rails has ‘been com- 
pleted into Rivers, the first terminal 
point west of Winnipeg, just beyond 
the point of crossing the Little 
Saskatchewan. At this point there 
is ‘being erected ao eibhteen stall . en- 
gine house and shop’ for Ibwhich the 
contract was awarded to the J. Mc- 
Diarmid Company of this city.’”

SAVE THE FORESTS

Aside from those interested in the 
taking care of the public lands there,isa 
strong sentiment in favor supporting the 
President and saving our forests. Unlees 
something is done inthis matter we 
shall soon see the end of our Iumber 
resources, with the very worst results 
not only tothe many industries which 
depend mainly upon wood as their chief 
material, but upon climate and pro- 
ductiveness as well. 

Never before has there been such 
wanton waste of timber as we of 
America are guilty of today. We are 
cutting down three times as much as we 
are growing, using six times as much 
wood per capita as is used in Europe. 
After the Eastern and Western States 
had wasted their valuable forest wealth, 
it was thought that the South, which 
had the bulk of the remaining merchant- 
able lumber, would be more carefui and 
sparing; but experience seems to go for 
nothing in this matter, and the Sonth is 
today cutting down its pine, oak and 
cypress as rapidly as Michigan did. In 
the twenty-six years up to 1907 the 
fourteen Southern States produced 235,- 
147,000,000 feet of lumber, or nearly one- 
third of the total. Today the South has 
reached its maximum of production, and 
if it continues at its present figure it 
will soon be as treeless as portions of the 
East. 

At present about one-fifth of the total 
forest area is still embraced in national 
forests ; the cther four-fifths have already 
paseed into private hands. The question 
is now as to the preservation of these 
lands, and the extension of Federal and 
State ownership and control so as to 
save such of our forests as remain. 
Public sentiment is unquestionably with 
the President in thie matter.
